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Destination: Better Roads

| "Good roads are the highways to 
wealth," stated General Roy Stone, the 
first director of the Office of Road In- 
quiry, the agency known today as the 
federal Highway Administration. Over 
100 years ago, General Stone under- 
stood that a reliable transportation sys- 
tem is an essential element of a strong 
economy. 

Every day we depend on our roads 
to commute to work, to transport goods 
and services, to take our children to 
school, and to take vacations. If you live 
in Michigan, you know that the melting 
snow has revealed new potholes in our 
roads. On some roads, such as Michi- 
gan Avenue, itseems as if potholes are 
spreading contagiously. The Director of 
the Michigan Department of Transpor- 
tation, Robert Welke, summed up the 
condition of our roads by explaining that 
Michiganis currently experiencing, "pot- 
hole season." 

How can we rescue our roads from 
being consumed by potholes? We can 
spend more to repair and maintainthem. 
Funding for roads is provided by both 
federal and state governments. Local 
and state roads are built and main- 
tained with state funds. Interstate roads 
are funded jointly with 80% federal 
monies and 20% state monies. 

On the federal level, Congress will 
be required to tackle the issue of trans- 
portation funding by the expiration of 
the Intermodal Surface Transportation 
Efficiency Act (ISTEA) on September 
30, 1997. ISTEA (pronounced ice-tea) 
provides federal funds for designated 
federal projects including: highway con- 
struction, maintenance of roads and 
bridges, improvements in air quality, 
and bicycle paths. With the expiration of 
ISTEA approaching, Congress is con- 
sidering proposals for allocating scarce 
dollars io needy states. One of the most 
contentious issues in the debate is the 


formula which specifies the criteria for — 


the disbursement of funds. Historically, 
Congress has funneled money accord- 
ing to a need-based formula. The com- 
plex formula is skewed to favor the 
Northeastern states, where our nation's 
oldest and busiest highways are crum- 
bling, and the Western states, where 
relatively small tax bases must support 
the large interstates. 

Many members of Congress agree 
that the current allocation system is 
based on outdated criteria which are no 
longerrelevant. Forinstance, the ISTEA 
formula was calculated on 1970 esti- 
mates for the 1980 census. The diffi- 
culty in altering the formula derives from 
the fact that states benefiting under the 


current system fear that making major 
changes will result in the loss of their 
favorable funding levels. 

Under the current formula, South- 
ern and Midwestern states receive less 
money from the government than they 
pay in taxes. Since the creation of the 
federal-aid highway program in 1956, 
Michigan has received an average rate 
of return of $.91 for every dollar of gas 
tax paid. However, since the passage of 
ISTEA, Michigan's average rate of re- 
turn has been improving. From 1992- 
1995, Michigan's return was $.99 for 
every dollar paid. 

Southern and Midwestern states 
are expecied to wage a fierce battle 
against the Northeastern and Western 
states in search of a larger slice of the 
federal pie. Although more federal dol- 
lars returning to Michigan would help to 
improve interstate roads, the responsi- 
bility of maintaining and repairing state 
and local roads rests with the state 
government. According to a study by 
the U.S. Department of Transportation, 
the State of Michigan has been lagging 
behind other states when it comes to 
transportation spending. Michigan 
ranked 45th out of the 50 states in the 
level of effort dedicated to transporta- 
tion funding. The level of effort com- 
pares spending on transportation as a 
percentage of total state and local 


spending. Michigan ranked 50th in the 


percentage of money spent on trans- 
portation compared with its total tax- 
able resources, known as state wealth. 

Everyone benefits from a reliable, 
well-maintained system of transporta- 
tion. Without good roads, mobility of our 
goods and services will be restricted 
and economic opportunity will be hin- 
dered. Funding the construction and 
repair of our roads should be treated as 
a budget priority for both the state and 
federal governments. —

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Perk Yourself Up with Pasta

Warmer weather is here, which 
means that many of us will find our- 
selves more active. Whether you are 
taking a walk around the block, riding 
your bike, gardening, or spring clean- 
ing, you willneed a lot of energy. To help 
fuel your body, eat foods high in carbo- 
hydrates to help keep you moving. 

One carbohydrate that can be found 
in almost any kitchen is pasta. Pasta — 
now available in more than 600 shapes 
— is inexpensive, easy to prepare, and 
endlessly versatile for main and side 
dishes, soups, salads, and even des- 
serts. Indeed, with a package of pasta 
in your pantry, you will always have a 
ready meal. 

From the fettuccine family of pasta, 
try Linguine-Vegetable Salad. This 
pasta is long, flat, and ribbon-like, and 
ranges in size from '/is of an inch wide 
up to 3". Thin fettuccine works well with 
clam sauces, while the thicker varieties 
hold creamier sauces well. From nar- 
rowest to widest, the common ribbon 


pastas are linguine, tagliatelle, fettuc- 
cine, pappardell, and lasagna. 

Rigatoni with Sautéed Peppers 
and Basil descends from the macaroni 
family. Macaroni is tubular pasta which 
can be smooth or "rigati," which means 
ribbed or grooved. Macaroni's curves 
and crannies lends itself best to thick, 
chunky, vegetable or meat sauces. 
Tubular pastas include mostaccioli, 
penne rigatoni, and Ziti. 

Fromthe spaghettifamily hails Torta 
di Vermicelli. Spaghetti, which means 
"length of cord," are long, cylindrical 
lengths of pasta. This variety of pasta 
works best with lightly sauced dishes; 
thick meat Sauces do not work well 
because the meat tends to sink-to the 
bottom. From thinnest to thickest, spa- 
ghetti shapes include Capelli d'Angelo 
orcapelline, spaghettini, spaghetti, ver- 
micelli, and fusilli bucati. 

So, to get your body fueled up, start 
your pot boiling and cook some pasta. 
You'll find that it not only perks up your 
body, but also gives your menu a lot of 
pizzazz! 





Linguine-Vegetable Salad 

makes 4 servings 

6 ounces linguine, cooked, drained, 
and rinsed 

1 pound drained, cooked chick-peas 

2 cups julienned snow peas 

2 cups thinly sliced zucchini 

12 cherry tomatoes, halved 

1 cup chopped scallions 

'/s cup tomato puree 

'/s cup fresh lime juice 

2 garlic cloves, halved 

1 tablespoon red wine vinegar 

2 drops hot red pepper sauce 
(or to taste) 

In large bowl, combine linguine, 
chick-peas, snow peas, zucchini, and 
tomatoes; set aside. 

To prepare dressing, in mini food 
processor, combine remaining ingredi- 
ents and 1 tablespoon water; process 
until smooth.

3 large red and yellow bell peppers, 
cut into '/2" strips 


6 ounces rigatoni, cooked and drained

2 tablespoons grated Parmesancheese 

1 tablespoon chopped fresh basil 

1 tablespoon chopped fresh flat-leaf 
parsley

roads — even if that means cutting back 
on the construction of new ones. 

"Poor roads should not be one of 
government's low priorities. Besides 
being detrimental to our area's trans- 
portation-oriented economy, they're also 
dangerous, and they cost Michigan 
motorists a lot of money in extra gas 
usage and repair bills," Mulka explained. 
"The State has a responsibility to keep 
the roads it built in good repair, but our 
representatives in Lansing continue to 
claim that funds are not available for 
both new construction and a compre- 
hensive repair program for older roads. 
Since already overburdened taxpayers 
can't afford another tax hike to pay for 
these repairs, | believe that, if neces- 
Sary, we must cut back on funds spent 
for new roads in order to finance the 
upkeep of the old ones." 

Perhaps the most important of 
Mulka's goals is to support the educa- 
tion of our children — but supporting our 
schools, he says, is just the tip of the 
iceberg. 

"| believe that, on the whole, Michi- 
gan's schools are doing an adequate 
job — although there's always room for 
improvement, of course. Still, my own 


experience as a parent has shown me 
that there are other factors that are 
equally important to achild's education, 
and foremost among these is parental 
attention. 

"It's unfortunate," Mulka continued, 
“but many households in our area con- 
sist of working parents whose frantic 
lifestyles are fraught with so many de- 
mands on their time that they have little 
left over for their children. Yet, besides 
being our loved ones, our children are 
the future of our society. If we want 
what's best forthem and for all of us, we 
have to make a commitment to making 
children a higher priority in our lives —to 
making more time to give them the 
guidance they need. 

"But just seeking solutions in the 
form of yet another tax-funded govern- 
ment program is not the answer here, 
since the outrageous taxes that we al- 
ready pay, and that consume so much 
of our incomes, are one of the biggest 
reasons that people have to work so 
hard in the first place. The answers 
aren't going to be easy ones, but we 
need to elect people who are willing to 
make the effort to findthem."

In medium nonstick skillet, melt 
margarine; add vermicelli. Cook over 
medium-high heat, stirring frequently, 
9-7 minutes, until browned. Add 1 cup 
hot water and bring to a boil; boil 5 
minutes, until pasta is tender. 

Remove from heat; stir in milk, rai- 
sins, sugar, orange juice concentrate, 
lemon zest, andcloves. Let cool slightly. 

Preheat oven to 325° F. Spray a 
1'/4-quart soufflé dish with nonstick cook- 
ing spray.
